Party pullout 
sets stage for 
new Italy crisis 


yesterday that-it will withdraw its 


ernment when Parliament reconve- 
nes in mid-January, thus setting the 
stage for a serious political crisis. 


The announcement by the execu- 
tive of the tiny but respected Re- 
publican Party came just 24 hours 
after Giovanni! Leone was installed 
In the Quirinale Palace as Italy's 
new President following a stormy 
election. But the two events were 
not linked. 


The Republicans had already let 
it be known more than ἃ month ago 


‘that unless there was some drama- 


tic change in government policy 
they would join the opposition after 
the presidential election. 

The move followed a first gesture 
of discontent last February when 
the party decided to withdraw from 
the Cabinet and left the Justice 
Ministry vacant. The government's 
survival now depends upon whether 
or not Mr. Colombo can meet Re- 
publican demands for new policies. 


CONDITIONS 

‘Yesterday's announcement said the 
Republican Party was prepared to 
rebuild the centre-left coalition but 
it laid down certain conditions. These 
included demands that the coali- 
tion be based on a new policy and 
a@ new programme and that these 
“respond, from the economic, fi- 
nancial and social viewpoint to the 
real conditions which exist in the 
country.” 

The Government 15 committed to 
costly reform programmes in such 
diverse fields as health, ‘housing and 
education and the Republican Party 
feels 'that the country does not have 
the money to go through with all 
of ‘them at the present time. 

The party also wants the Gov- 
ernment to tle wages to producti- 
vity. 

However, both these demands are 
anathema to the Socialists, the left- 
wing partners in the coalition which 
also inckudes the Christian Democ- 
rats, the major partners, and the 
Social Democrats.

U.S. to resume 
Cairo wheat 
_ Shipments 


WASHINGTON. — The US. is pre- 
paring τὸ resume goverpment-finan- 
ced shipments of wheat and vege- 
table oils to Egypt after a break 
of four years, State Department of- 
ficials said yesterday. 


The move follows an agreement ; 


under which Cairo will begin re- 
paying U.S. loans outstanding when 

Egypt severed diplomatic relations 
with the U.S. after the Six Day 
War. 

The U.S. was Egypt's major 
wheat supplier up to 1967, when the 
sales were stopped with the out- 
break of the war. 


Since then Australia, France and ἡ 


Italy and, to a lesser extent, Ca- 
nada, have been providing Egypt 
with almost all its wheat import 
needs. Australian sales ‘have climb- 
ed to over a million tons a year. 

Under a recent agreement, Egypt 
will repay its U.S. debt of $147m. 
over seven years. State Department 
officials said even with government 
credit facilities, it will be difficult 
for U.S. exporters to recapture their 
previous share of the Egyptian 
market.

FORCED LABOUR 


To the Editor of The Jerussiem Past 

Sir, — The Institute of Documen- 
tation and the World Jewish Fede- 
ration of Victims of the Nazi Re- 
gime ere renewing their efforts to 
obtain compensation for forced 
labour in German companies, facto- 
ties and government enterprises dur- 
ing’ the Nazi period. 

We are again contacting the 100 
‘odd German firms that trade with 
Israel, such as Volkswagen. Mer- 
cedes, Bosch, Opel, Auto-Union, 
Krupp, Telefunken, Slemens and 
dozens of others that employed Jews 
in forced labour during the war. We 
are asking these firms to help build 
test homes and old-age homes in 
Israel for Holocaust survivors in 
Israel and abroad. And we are ask- 
ing the German Government to 
amend the Jaw of compensation and 
increase the 150-mark monthly pay- 
ment in compensation for suffering 
to include forced labour. 

The Ministries of Finance and 
Foreign Affairs are giving us moral 
backing and I am in regular contact 
with the directors-genera) of these 
Ministries. The German Ambassador 
in Tel Aviv promised us his help. 
And we are also in contact with the 
German Ministry of Finance and 
various German personalities in 
order to achleve our objectives. 
Moreover, Ministers and Members of 
the Knesset are giving us moral 
backing in our justified demands 6o 
as to strengthen our position. 

‘We appeal to Holocaust survivors 
who did forced labour to join our 
organization, to the various associa- 
tons of Nazi victims to get In 
touch with us and cooperate with us 
to increase our ‘chances of success, 
and to lawyers who represent Holo- 
caust survivors to contact us for full 
details and to cooperate with us 
in this task.

interpreting otherwise, And all this 
in a state whose religious legitima- 
cy they elther deny or have never 
openly acknowledged. 

In this atmosphere, our religious 
leaders are cowed into silence and 
orthodox Jewry bevomes identified 
by its neighbours with those who 
shout loudest and most virulently. 

‘As one who has known, at first 
hand, a true Rabbinic tradition of 
Service to, and love for αὶ Israel, 
I consider that the real battle for 
our faith will be determined only by 
the emergence of a religious leader- 
ship who will in the fullest sense 
of the word recognize our law as 
being a law of Ufe and will attempt 
to translate this concept into an 
everyday reality.

In medicine, tissue and organ trans- 
plants are important means of 
saving and prolonging 1176, ‘as well 
as hearing and sight. Biopsies are 
“life and death” tests for determin- 
ing the presence of malignancy or 
type of infection In the human body. 

The modern practice of medicine 
ineludes not only the routine use of 
powerful drugs such as antibiotics 
and steroids, which frequently cause 
complications, but is also ctharac- 
terized by dramatic life-saving oper- 
ations such as open-heart surgery 
— entirely dependent upon accurate 
diagnosis. 

The autopsy enlightens the blind

How- 
ever, in saying this, Dr. Ramsey 
does not stand alone. Apart from 
Arab opinion and Arab sentiment, 
meny prominent Israelis and Jews 


share this concern. In fact, in the- 


very same issue and on the very 
same page of your paper, Mr. Ge- 
tald Serotta, presumably an Israeli, 
also expressed deep concern, in ἃ 
letter to the Editor, about 
“concrete noose” that is menacing 
Jerusalem.’ . 

But Dr. Ramsey said something 
else, too: he appealed for a halt in 
the building programme, as a ‘'ges- 
ture” of good will, that might help 
tring about peace.

Reprisal raids 

The Arab armies began their 
rehabilitation immediately after the 
war and the first exchange of fire 
with the Egyptians was recorded 
as early ag July 1969. From time 
to time the Egyptians tried out new 
solutions and when these failed, they 
kept thelr peace for a time, Exam- 
ples cited by the Chief of Staff in- 
cluded the sinking of the destroyer 
ΘΒ ΒΕ", to which Israel replied with 
a bombardment of the Suez refine- 
ries. Another was the opening of 
artillery fire during the autumn of 
the same year to which Israel replied 
with the reprisal raids on Naj Ha- 
madi, making the Bgyptians realize 
the vulnerability of their Interior 
and cali off additional assaults jn 
order to reorganize thelr defences. 

In these years Zahal was also 
maintaining its pressure against the 
terrorists on the eastern frontier 
with Jordan, as in the case of the 
destruction of their Kerameh and 
Sefi headquarters.

OLICE Minister Shlomo Hillel 
took a firm stand in the 
House this week, when he warn- 
ed his listeners that a dangerous 
trend of thought has developed 
among the public. Violence, he 
cried, has come to be regarded 
as the only way to solve certain 
problems, whether in the politi- 
cal, economic or religious field.

‘NGLO-Jewry is wallowing in a 
ἌΣ crisis, It scarcely im- 
pinges on the Hves and conscious- 
mess of the community's 400,000 
members, but the press iand not 
just the Jewish press) is ripe with 
it, amd the Board of Deputies 
enters 1972 in as deep a danger of 
disintegration as it has endured for 
most of 1971. 

The contentious issue is real 
enough: ‘Should the rabbanim of the 
Reform and Liberal synagogues be 
recognized by the Board of De- 
puties, the secular parliament of 
Angilo-Jewry, as the ecclesiastical 
authorities for matters concerning 
their own congregations? 

Yes, say the Progressives. Yes, 
say the officers of the Board. Yes, 
said a plenary session of the Board's 
435 deputies (of whom less than 
half usually attend). Not on your 
life, says the ultra-Orthodox mino- 
rity, which regards such recognition 
as nothing less than sacrilege and 
has managed to block a constitu- 
tional amendment that needs a ¢wo- 
thirds majority. 

Before we delve into the history 
and evolution of the crisis, let us 
peer a Uttle more closely at the 
protagonists and the strip of terrain

Objections force delay of 
Histadrut budget vote

TEL AVIV. — The Histodrut Exe- 
cutive yesterday postponed the vote 
on the labour federation’s 1972 bud- 
get, after two minority factions 
claimed they did not have time to 
consider the two-volume document.

‘Encyclopaedia Judaica’ 
completed, after 5 years

The “Encyclo; Judaica,” 
which its publishers describe as “the 
most important Jewish publication 
of the 20th century,” hag been com- 
pleted. The official publication date 
is January 24, when President Sha- 
zar will be presented with a set of 
the 16-volume, English-language En- 
cyclopaedia, 

The culmination of five years’ 
work by nearly 2,000 contributors 
from all parts of the world, the first 
sets were completed this week, Mr. 
Y. Rishin, managing director of 
Keter Publishing House, announced 
yesterday during a press tour of the 
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company plant in the-Givat Shaul 
industrial zone in Jerusalem. 

The first Jewish encyclopaedia on 
& major scale to be published for 
many decades, it provides a com- 
prehensive picture of all aspects of 
Jewish life and knowledge up to the 
present day and is Intended for both 
the Jewish apd non-Jewish reader, 
explained Dr. Geoffrey Wigoder, 
editor-in-chief of the Encyclopaedia. 
“We aimed at encompassing all pos- 
sible viewpoints of Jewish life and 


history, and 95 per cent of the ma- - 


terial used is original," ‘he noted. 
“Five years ago we had a dream, 
and today we see that dream be- 
come a reality. However, this isn’t 
the end of the project; we intend 
publishing 30 books In Hebrew based 
on the ‘Encyclopaedia,’ and 2 two- 


yolume abridgement of the ‘En- 
cyclopaedia’ in Russian” he ex- 
plained. 


The ‘Tncyclopaedia Judaica” will 
sell’ for $500 overseas and 112,995 
in Israel, which may also be pald in 
installments, The first edition will 
be printed in 15,000 sets and pre- 
publication sales have already reach- 
ea 2,000. Γ 

The “Encyclopaedia. Judaica” con- 
talns over 11m. words, 13,000 pages 
and 25,000 entries, There are over 
8,000 iWustrations, including black- 
and-white photographs, colour plates, 
maps, charts and diagrams (all listed 
by subject in a special index volume).

Swiss expert

TEL AVIV. — Professor Ernst Kai- 
ser, an internationally known author- 
ity on pensions, yesterday came out 
in support of the Histadrut in re- 
commending that there should be 
πὸ connection between state-provi- 
ded social Insurance and a worker's 
pension fund from his place of work. 

Prof. Kaiser, who 15 here on a 
two-week study visit at ‘the invw- 
tation of the Histadrut, expects to 
submit his final report in mid- 
February. 

Meeting the press at Beit Lessin 
yesterday, Prof. Kaiser sald: “There 
should be some form of coordination 
between the two forms of pension, 
so that the final income of a re- 
tired person does not exceed his 
income while he worked.” 

‘The issue is of major importance 
for the Histadrut-sponsored pension 
funds, because the director of the 
National Insurance Institute insists 
that the money accumulated in the 
funds be put at the disposal of the 
Government and be distributed fairly 
equally ‘between all retired workers. 
Mr. Yeruham Meshel, head of the 
Histadrut Centre for Social Secu- 
rity, argues that such a plan would 
mean the expropriation of funds 
workerg have saved for their old 


Prof. Kaiser is ap adviser on 
pensions to the Federal Government 
of Switzerland and teaches social 
Mathematics at the University of 
Zurich. He was here for the first

Scholar advises against 
gloom about Soviet power

TEL AVIV. — Prof. Walter Ze'ev 
Laqueur of the Universities of Lon- 
don and Tel Aviv yesterday advised 
against taking an overly pessimistic 
attitude when contemplating the ris- 

ing threat of Soviet expansionisni. 

Hie was the final lecturer at the 
four-day Conference of Soviet Policy 
im the Middle East held by Tel Aviv 
University’s Russian and East Euro- 
pean Research Centre. 

‘The first speaker at the afternoon 
segsion, Prof. J. C. Hurewitz, head 
of the Middle East Affairs Institute 
at Columbia, had spoken of a Paz 
Sovietica as a likely fate for this 
area, in view of U.S. αἱ 
weakness {as exemplified by its 
acquiescence over the Soviet-Egyp- 
tian missile standstill breach of the 
August 1970 cease-fire agreement). 

‘Prof Lagqueur aroused chuckles 
among the assembled scholars when 
he referred to “the occupational 
disease of Sovietologists — ‘the 
maniac-depressive syndrome’ — sl- 
multaneous over- and underestima- 
tlon of ‘Soviet power." 

Prof. Laqueur compared ‘Soviet 


" tenaciousness to that of “the young 


man whose ardent advances having 
been rejected by a young lady, he 
says, well, if we can’t have that, 
then at least let’s drink some coffee_.” 
The Sovietologist said that the Com- 
muntsts’ main errors have been Unk- 
ed with not understanding the force 
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of nationalism. 

He quoted from Soviet pubiica- 
tions to demonstrate ‘how the Soviets 
had mistakenly assumed that "the 
Arab officers who took power were 
nice people but ignorant of political 
action and would soon cal] the local 
Communists to power...” 

He said that just as a Napoleon 
with 25 million Frenchmen could not 
dominate ‘Europe, as neither could 
70 million Germans, so 220 million 
Russians cannot dominate the world 
— “especially as half of them are 
not Russians." Prof. Laqueur noted 
that “with the Soviets’ advent to 
super-powerdom, its political sex 
appeal has declined. 

Taking up the theme of other 
speakers that when Soviet opponents 
stand firm, the Communists pull back, 
the Professor noted: “There were a 
number of countries adjoining Rus- 
sia, Lithuanla, Latvia, Estonla and 
Finland. Only the latter chose to 
fight and it is the only one which 
has survived as an Independent 
country." 


Prof. Leonard Binder of Chicago 
University urged “the abandonment 
of the search for an interim Suez 
‘atrangement" and asked that the 
search for an overall agreement 
begin. He did not believe that a 
Settlement would come in piecemeal 
fashion, after stating his disbelief 
that a globai war would emerge 
from the Middle East crisis, 
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‘Marcuse: Israel blocks 
chances for peace.
